Most of the tumours scarcely 
bear examination. It can definite- 
ly be stated that. work has not yet 
begun on the canal and even that 
the Siamese Government has not 
yet given the canal question any 
sertous attention. -In ‘the first 
Place, it 1s doubtful {f it 1s a prac- 
tleal engineering . possibility. to 
dig a canal through the isthmus 
even “where the land ‘is 
comparatively "flat, and the most 
desirable spot for a canal, where 
the isthmus. is at its’ narrowest, 
sometimes little more than ten 
miles separating the two coasts, is 
formidable territory sloping steep- 
ly upwards almost from the edge 
of the sea to the top of the range 
of mountains that passes: down the 
whole length of the southern, 
Siamese peninsula. At some points 
the land rises te 1,000 and 2,000 
feet dbove sea-level, . 

Supposing. however, that . the 
canal could be buflt with the aid 
of modern engineering devices, the 
cost “would be considerable and 
probably prohibitive. No really ac- 
curate figure as to the cost of 
building a Kra canal is available 
because ‘the project has never 
bren taken seriously, but civil’ en- 
@ineers whu. are familiar’ with the 
couiitry have mentioned £6,000,000 
.4g the approximate cost, 

Who would provide this money 
has never been made clear, Cer- 
tainly the Siamese Government is 
too poor to embark on such heavy 
expenditure, and the usual version 
one hears is that Japanese indus- 
trialists and shippers might -per- 


‘| suade their Government to put up 


the money. This again is extreme- 
ly unlikely, and -when one looks 
round to discover what return 
might be expected on such a big 
capital investment it 1s only to 
conclude that 4h Kra canal com- 
pany would be fortunate if in an 
average year it managed to pay 
its way.

The provisions of this "Retirement 
of. Incumibenits Measure” are’ too 
elaborate to be described in full, 
but, briefly summarized, they enact 
that, at its discretion, any diocese 
may appoint’a “Board of Retire- 
ment,” to be composed of seven 
clergymen and the same number of 
;communicant laymen. The Bishop 
may invite this Board to consider 
whether the retirement of any ijn- 
cumbent in nis dfocese." is ex- 
pedient in the spiritual interests 
ef his parishtoners.” Unless.’ the 
Board decides by an'unanimous vote 
that there 1s a prima-facie case 
for inquiry the matter drops. Given 
the unanimous vote, the "Bodrd
